Paris, September 14, 1866. 

It is with particular regret that I record the de- 
parture of M. Leon Gozlan from life. He was called 
away suddenly. Death came upon him like a thief 
in the night, which was merciful, for he dreaded its 
coming. His brother died some months ago of a 
disease of the heart, and he has ever since then 
apprehended death ; he had a sort of presentiment | 
his time of departure was nearathand. He avoided 
funerals and everything which could suggest the 
grave. Leon Gozlan was born at Marseilles, in 
1806, of Hebrew parents, or perhaps of a Hebrew 
father and a Christian mother. He looked like a 
Jew, and passed for an Israelite all his life and for 
twelve hours after his death. Preparations had 
been made to bury him with the ceremonies of the 
synagogue. Two rabbins had sat up with the body 
all night to recite the prayers of their creed. An 
hour before the time appointed for the funeral, his 
son-in-law (M. Duval, the well-known architect) 
discovered, while hunting among his papers, the 
certificate of his Christian baptism. The funeral 
was countermanded, the rabbins retired, and the 
priests were sent for. What a striking illustration 
of the looseness of family ties in France; neither 
wife nor daughter knew whether their nearest kins- 
man was Jew or Christian! Leon Gozlan was des- 
tined to the sea. His father was a ship captain, 
and traded between Marseilles and Senegal. Young 
Gozlan made this voyage repeatedly. In 1828 he 
quitted the sea and came to Paris with a volume of 
poems under his arm, to which he could find no 
publisher willing to play midwife. Mery intro- 
duced him to his literary friends, and he instantly 
became a writer on “Figaro.” He immediately 
attracted notice. Dr. Veron, then editor of “La

Revue de Paris,” 
the interview was followed by his engagement as a 


contributor tothat magazine. In 1836 he published 
his first novel, “ Le Notaire de Chantilly,” which 
was extremely successful ; it was followed by “Le 
Médecin du Pecq,’’ “ Les Nuits du Pére la Chaise,” 
and many another novel, the last of them being 
“Histoire d’un Diamant,” which appeared in “ Le 
Moniteur,” and was popular. Messrs. Michel Levy’s 
list still contains twenty-one works by him. I be- 
lieve he wrote his first play in 1840. It was a 
political piece, directed against England. The 
government interdicted it until extensive altera- 
tions were made. “La Main Droite et la Main 
Gauche” was successful, and is generally considered 
M. Leon Gozlan’s second best play. His best piece 
is “Le Lion Empaillé,” which Lafont the actorrevived | 
last winter from its twenty years’ torpor and played 
with great success. ‘‘ Une Tempéte dans un Verre 
d’Eau,” “ La Pluie et le Beau Temps,” and “ La Fin 
d’un Roman,” are short pieces, are still frequently 
played at the French Comedy, although two of them 
must be nearly twenty years old. M. Gozlan lacked 
dramatic talents ; his best plays were but novels cut 
into scenes and put into dialogue. His characters 
all spoke alike and thought like Leon Gozlan. Two 
of his best works are devoted to De Balzac, with 
whom he was on most intimate terms. Few lite- 
rary men were more respected ; the Literary Men’s 
Society and the Dramatic Authors’ Society elected 
him honorary President ; the government made him 
an officer of the Legion of Honor. It is generally 
believed he possessed a very good estate, although 
he lived on the fifth floor of a disagreeable street, 
in narrow lodgings, and was known to be econo- |} 
mical. One of the last acts of his life was to 
push the Literary Men’s Society to some measures | 
to define the profession of a literary man, which is 
constantly taken here by every idle vagabond. | 
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| He insisted the Society should study the ques 


tion in order to prevent fellows who have never 
published a work or written a line from calling: 
themselves literary men, when they beat their pom 

ter or marry their laundress. His funeral a 
numerously attended.

Cemetery. 

Since I am in Montmartre Cemetery let me re 
member Count Alfred de Vigny sleeps there, and 
lay before you a fragment of his autobiography, hig 
history of the novel ‘‘ Cing Mars,” which is perhaps 
destined to longer life than any other of his works, 
His literary executor is publishing fragments found 
among his papers in “ La Revue Modérne.” It ig: 
from them I translate: “ My historical studies werg 
carried far in my early childhood. My parents 
were not satisfied with the usual round of college 
studies, and I was an eternal and ardent questioner, - 
When I returned in the evening from M. Hix’s 
school, I continually went, after the other children 
were asleep, to annoy my father with questions 
about historical characters whose great names I 
vaguely knew. Memoirs were put into my hands 
as a sort of reply to my questions, and to rid my 
father of them. To correct me of this habit of in- 


| cessantly asking questions, my father told me that 


I was like Voltaire’s ‘questioning Bailly.’ This 
drew from me an additional question. He read 
‘L’Ingenu’ to me. I ceased to ask questions from 
that day. I read, I devoured the whole library of 
my father and his friends. After reading Cardinal 
de Retz’s Memoirs I took it into my head to write 
the history of La Fronde. Iwas then fourteen 
years old. It was certainly most wretched, and I 
destroyed it afterwards; but I retained the most 
vivid memory of the events of this period of time 
and this first passion of historical curiosity left me 
a souvenir of the historical characters I had loved, 
like that one retains of the men one knew in child- 
hood. It seemed to me afterwards I paid a real 
debt of friendship when I wrote ‘Cinq Mars’ and 
portrayed the Abbé de Gondi. My father sat up 
late at night, and to imitate him, I re-lighted my 
candle in my chamber and wrote in lead pencil my 
history of La Fronde. I soon abandoned this idea 
to adore ancient poets. My masters made me trans- 
late Homer from Greek into English, and compare 
my translation, page by page, with Pope’s ‘ Iliad.’ 
Abbé Gaillard, one of my tutors, had the excellent 
idea of this labor, which taught me two languages, 
together with the sentiment of the epic muse whose 
lyre twice resounded in my ears. Nevertheless, 
after that invincible love of harmony had exhaled 
in rhyme in my poems, it left a regret in my breast — 
that I had created nothing broad enough to be com- 
pared as a composition with the great epic poems. 

I thought Walter Scott’s historical novels were too 
easy to be written, because the action of them was 
placed in imaginary persons whom the author 
made act as he pleased, while occasionally a great 7 
historical figure apptared on the horizon whose pre- — 
sence increased the importance of the book and ~ 
gaveitadate. As these things merely represented ~ 
a figure, I endeavored to work in a way directly the — 
contrary of this and to reverse his method. 1 bore ~ 
this idea with me while writing some poems which 7 
I completed in a night. It was at Oloron, in the é 
Pyrenees, in 1824, I composed and wrote on a sheet ~ 
of paper the whole plan of ‘Cing Mars.’ There is © 
no other of my works which I longer and more seri- | 
ously meditated. I did not write it, but, wherever | 
I was, composed it, and I mentally made the plot) 
more compact. I hold it most judicious to allow & 
new conception to mature in this way like so 
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admirable fruit which the owner must not hasten 


to gather too soon. I postponed making the requi- 
site researches until my return to Paris, and it was 
only in 1836 I began to write the book from begin- 
ning toend,and without pausing. I was sufficiently 
familiar with history to be able to lay out and com- 
pose the plot without having before me contempo- 
rary memoirs ; but it was necessary the.tragedy of 
the novel should envelop all the characters, and 
embrace them within its coils as the serpent does 
Laocoon, without marring the authenticity of events. 


This was a great difficulty to overcome in art for a | 


period of time replete with private memoirs, as in 
the reign of Louis XIII. But the idea of personi- 
fying in Richelieu cold and obstinate ambition, 
struggling with genius against royalty itself, whose 
authority it borrowed; the friendship exhibited 
in the sacrifice and unselfishness of M. de Thou, 


seduced me and gave me no rest until I had exe- | 


cuted the plan I had formed. I felt besides a de- 
sire to write a series of historical novels which 
would be a sort of epic of the nobility, and of which 
‘Cing Mars’ was the commencement. I will write 
one whose epoch shall be the reign of Louis XIV., 
another which shall be that of the Revolution and 
Empire—in other words, the end of that race which 
died socially in 1789.”

turned to France,’ he replied, like a true Brutus, 
‘I would give him the ball which is in my gun.’ 
Why, sir, that ignoble history, which Iam ashamed 
to answer, is nothing but an infamous calumny. 
Long ago people have proposed to sell me pretended 
reports or journals of club proceedings, signed by 


| unknown or crazy people so blinded by passion as 


to give their own sentiments to those who could 
not possibly share them. These pretended records 
contained that same calumnious statement. I re- 
jected with contempt such propositions. I con- 
tented myself with giving a forma! denial to the 
newspapers, which by their publicity lent them- 
selves, probably without knowing what they were 
doing, to the vilest speculation.” What do you 
think of a trade of selling forged public docu- 
ments ? 

What is truth? We have just had a curious 
instance of the fearful refraction it undergoes when 
it passes through time and space. . M. de Gobineau 
has given us an interesting book on Central Asia. 
In the course of it he translates from a Persian 
work on France these literary portraits: “ Valater 
(Voltaire) was a French writer, but what a man! 
A thorough-going blackguard! He used to walk 
through the bazaar, with his cap cocked on his ear, 
his shirt unbuttehed, one hand on his hip, a dag- 
ger in the other.

But he was a 
cunning fellow, and easily escaped all prosecution.

Walter, Esq., principal proprietor of “The Times,” | 


which is a leader of opinion not only in England, 
but throughout Europe, has been a few weeks in 
this country, and a few days in this city, which he 
now leaves, his destination being to what used to 
be called “the Far West.” Mr. Walter is the third 
of that name who has held proprietorship in “ The 
Times.’’ It was established in January, 1788, in 
London, by his grandfather, theXirst John Walter, 
who was succeeded in 1803 ‘by John the second, 
born in 1773—a gentleman also practically master 
of the art of printing, who personally managed the 
paper, and during the great war which ended with 
the final defeat of Napoleon in 1815, succeeded, by 
energy and liberal disbursements, in anticipating 
intelligence from abroad—very frequently having 
important news far ahead of the British Govern- 
ment. Steam printing may be said to owe its cre- 
ation to this gentleman. On November 29th, 1814, 
the “ Times” was printed, for the first time, on a steam 
press, invented (Mr. Walter paying all the heavy 
expenses of experiments) by an ingenious German 
named Keenig, by which 1800 impressions per hour
